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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 26, 27, 32, 33, 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Eveleth (3,220,482). 

Eveleth discloses a method comprising: providing a source 16 of marking 
substance 70; flying over a ground surface (see figure 4); spraying a highly forceful shot 
of the marking substance 70 onto the ground surface. 

3. Claims 26-29, 31-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Stansbury et al. (3,494,423). 

Stansbury discloses a method comprising: providing a storage tank 24, 34; 
pressurizing the storage tank (using compressor 26, or the like, column 3, lines 20-35); 
supplying pressurized substance from the storage tank 24, 34 to a spray nozzle 
assembly 150, 64. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Stansbury et al. (3,494,423). 

Stansbury discloses the limitations of the claimed invention with the exception of 
sensing the pressure of the pressurized gas and shutting off supply of pressurized 
substance from the storage tank if the sensed pressure falls below a predetermined 
level. Pressure sensor used to detect malfunctions in pressure lines are well known in 
the art. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to have to have sensed the pressure of the pressurized gas and 
shut off the system upon failure of the pressurized gas in the device of Stansbury to 
prevent damage. 

6. Claims 36 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Eveleth (3,220,482). 

Eveleth discloses the limitations of the claimed invention with the exception of the 
substance including paint or luminescent material. Eveleth discloses, in column 8, lines 
39-44, "In addition, it should be understood that this invention can be utilized in 
dispensing other types of fluid, if desired; for example, the method and apparatus of this 
invention can be utilized in spraying insecticide and the like for controlling pests and the 
like." It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to have to sprayed paint or luminescent material in the device of Eveleth 
if on desired to paint or spray luminescent material.
